Agawam School Committee gave final approval 
Tuesday night to an $8,956,299 budget which 
eliminates three teaching positions and one, part-time 
physical education instructor. The school budget re- 
quest is up $600,000 over last year’s appropriation. 

The budget is now scheduled to undergo scrutiny 
from Town Manager Edward A. Caba on Wednesday, 
April 18th and is to be submitted:to Town Council by 
May 2nd as part of the entire municipal budget. Final 
action must-be rendered by the council in 45 days. 

Also to make its own recommendation to the council 
is the school. budget committee, comprised of members 
of the council. 


Three Positions Cuts 
The three teaching positions cut from the budget are 
‘ to occur at the elmentary school level where declining 
enrollment has occured over the last nine years.

teachers, the teachers’ salary budget was increased 
over $300,000 due to automatic increases, not in- 
cluding any raises as a result of contract negotiations. 

Teaching salaries, longevity, and sick leave buy- 
back exceeds $5,330,000 for Agawam’'s 282 teaching 
positions. 

Town Councilor Danie! Lacienski, who attended the 
meeting and serves on the council’s schoo! budget sub- 
committee, expressed concern that at the base pay 
level, teachers receive over $20 per hour. 

Coon noted that over two-thirds of Agawam’s 
teaching staff are now at the highest pay scale allowed 
and that as rehiring of personnel begins, new teachers 
will enter the system at lower pay levels. 

Agawam teachers presently earn an average of 
$22,000 per year as a base pay for a maximum of 185 
days of annual work days at 6% hours per day. 

Recently, Agawam Education Association President 
Andrew Bower issued a stinging statement aimed at 
local officials about the annual, mandatory cut of 
teaching positions due to Proposition 2%. 

The School Committee again this year sent out 45 
notices to teachers to inform them they may be 
eliminated if the school department budget is seriously 
altered. 














Morale Plummets 

Bower said the policy, which is mandatory under 
contract, plummets teachers’ morale and has an 
adverse effect on the educational process in Agawam. 
The AEA repeatedly says the town’s school system is 
underfunded compared to the state-wide average, ac- 
cording to statistic compiled by the school department.

$8 million - Completed In 1987... 
Caba Unveils: Town Complex Plan

Town Manager Edward Caba’‘s announced plans for 
an $8.3 million municipal complex today was given a 
cool reception from Town Council President Donald M. 
Rheault, who believes the town may wish to pursue 
less costly alternatives. 

Caba presented plans to the council through his 
capital improvement budget which outlined an initial 
$300,000 expenditure to purchase land off Suffield 
Street (near the Route 57 exit) from the DeLogghia 


family. 
Completion Date Of 1987 

According to the plan, architectural plans will be 
drafted next year with actual construction to begin in 
fiscal year 1986. A completion date of 1987 for the 
planned complex was issued by Caba. 

Caba’‘s has advocated a town complex to house all 
town departments, except the school department, in a 
centralized location for the past two years. 

He has, however, run into negative sentiment from 
councilors when the item has been discussed on the 
council floor. 

To say the least, Caba’s relationship with the coun- 
cil since January has been stormy and controversial. In 
February, the council unsuccessfully attempted to oust 
Caba from office. 

Since then the council has fought bitterly with Caba 
and amongst themselves over a variety of issues. 

Caba, however, says the town could save thousands 
of dollars over the long.run with the new town complex. 

Rheault told the Advertiser News that Caba’s latest 
plans will find troubled waters when he tries to sell it to 
the council. 

In a published report, Caba said he had already 
undertaken negotiations for land purchase and an ar- 
chitectural firm and Rheault said this was most 
distressing to him.

Rheault, adding he was awaiting a report from the 
Peirce School Study Committee. 

Not Yet Met 

The Peirce Committee, set-up by the council and | 
chaired by At-Large Councilor Edward G, Borgatti, has 
yet to meet and Caba has not selected his two appoint- 
ments to sit on the study committee. 

The committee was to investigate the feasability of 
using the closed elementary school for a police station. 
Police Chief Stanley J. Chmielewski is an advocate of 
the plan and has repeatedly said the police station in 
town hall’s basement remains cramped and inade- 
quate. 

Advocates of the plan say the extra space created in 
town hall after the police relocate would free many of 
the other town offices also suffering from lack of 
space. 


That plan has received support from several coun- © 


cilors. 

Caba has been opposed to the Pierce proposal and 
says the central location of the town complex would 
solve all space problems and also help Department of 
Public Works efficiency. 

Caba says the new complex would house both the 
police and fire departments. ‘The location would be 
able to serve the town,” he said. “The Elm Street Fire 
Station is getting old.’’ Under the plan, the Springfield 
Street Fire Station in Feeding Hills would continue to 
serve that area and the DPW garage on Main Street 
would relocate. 

Caba has urged councilors to act while the DeLoggia 
tract is still available at a reasonable price of 
$200,000. 

Caba’ also said the new complex would create a 
more efficient DPW by avoiding present runs between 
the DPW town hall offices and the DPW garage on 
Main Street, four miles away.

County Dog Pound Site 
To Be Checked-Out By 
Conservation Comm. 


The troubled and locally controversial plan by the 
Hampden County Commission to build a regional dog 
control facility on 280 acres of land it owns at South 
Westfield Street may face more scrutiny after a local 
Conservation Commission inspection. 

Earlier this week Town Councilor Daniel J. Lacienski 
of Precinct 2 asked Conservation Commissioners to 
determine whether a septic system at the site would lie! 
in a wetland. 


Border Wetlends 

Lacienski said the leech field proposed by the County 
Commission may border wetlands. He said he filed a 
determination of applicability with the Conservation 
Commission to size-up the situation. 

“| saw vegetation usually found in wetlands near the 
site for the septic system. Also, two brooks run through 
the county-owned land. 

The local Conservation Commission has jurisdiction 
in a wetland or land within 100 feet of a wetland. The 
local board could require changes in design plans to 
Protect wetlands. 

The Conservation Commission already has urged 
County Commission Chairman Thomas O'Connor to 
consider using the large county-owned parcel for 
farmland. 

Last month, Frank Bruno, owner of land at 953 South 
Westfield Street abutting the county property, offered to 
lease the site earmarked for the dog pound from the 
county for farming. 

Bruno, owner and operator of Casa di Lisa 
Restaurant, said he wanted to raise vegetables and beef 
for use in the popular restaurant. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Henry Kozloski 
told the Advertiser News the local board felt that preser- 
ving the land for farming outweighed the county’s pro- 
posal for a regional dog pound. 

The regional pound would take in strays found in 
several Hampden County communites that have said 
they would participate in the county program. 

Agawam and many other area communities, however, 
have refused to join. Agawam maintains its own dog 
control program. Town Council has voted twice against 
the regional pound, once against joining the county's 
dog plan and another time to notify the county of the 
council’s opposition to locating the pound here. 

Residential Opposition 


There has also been residential opposition to the 
pound being located in Agawam. The town becoming a 
regional dumping ground for projects other towns do not 
want such as the dog pound, Bondi’s Island landfill! and 
the sewage treatment plant has become a focal point of 
some oppposition. 

Lacienski said it was most obvious the town wanted 
to maintain the area planned for the dog pound site 
with its semi-rural atmosphere, including mostly 
homes and farms. Oak Ridge Country Club also is 
located in the area. 

Outgoing Hampden County Commissioner Rita Trem- 
ble has repeatedly defended the county’s plan and said 
many of the local objections are based on emotion, 
rather than objectivity. 

The County Commission has repeatedly pressed the 
need for a regional dog plan and has said the county- 
owned land in Feeding Hills best suits its need for the 
regional dog facility. 

In a related matter, the town determined last week 
that the site would pass percolation tests. Last year the 
town’s Board of Health refused to give the county com- 
mission permission to perform percolation tests during 
the winter. 

The normal procedure for such tests would be to con- 
duct them during the usual testing period during the spr-

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Be FIRE-WISE - Oh 
Those Burns Hurt!

Acting Fire Chief 
Emergency Treatment Of Burns 


Children less than five years old are most likely to 
suffer scald butns in the bathroom or kitchen. From 
five through adolescent years, clothing ignition - often 
linked to misuse of matches - is the No. 1 burn agent. 
Adults get burned when they become careless with 
flammable liquids, from kerosene to cooking grease. 
Clothing fires again become a concern for the elderly. 

In other words, causes vary...but a serious burn can 
happen to anyone. Heres fire-wise advice to follow if a 
serious second- or third-degree burn strikes someone 
you know. 

Thermal burns result from contact with hot objects, 
hot liquids or open flame. Treatment begins by remov- 
ing the victim from the source of heat. Check breathing 
and stop any bleeding. Remove rings, belt, shoes or 
tight clothing before swelling occurs (cut around any 
fabric that has adhered to the burn and don’t disturb 


it.) 

Cool the burn with water. This drains away heat 
stored in tissues, preventing deeper burning. Cover the 
burn with a sterile pad or clean sheet, maintain the vic- 
tim’s body temperature and get medical attention. 

Chemical burns are best treated with water - lots of 
it. Flush the skin with water for at least 20 minutes; if 
the eyes are affected, they should receive continual 
gentle irrigation till medical help arrives. Remove con- 
tact lenses. Exercise care in removing contaminated 
clothing, so that the chemical doesn’t spread to unaf- 
fected skin areas: Then cover the burn, maintain body 
temperature and obtain medical help. 

Avoid the use of water in the event of electrical 
burns. Begin emergency treatment by cutting off the 
flow of current - pull the plug if you can, or throw the 
circuit breaker. Do not attempt to touch or move a per- 
son who is still in contact with live electricity. 

As with thermal and chemical burns, check the vic- 
tim’s respiration, maintain body temperature and seek 
medical attention. Never use sprays, oils, ointments or 
greases on any burns. They can retain the heat and 
cause a more serious burn. 

Fire-wise people know what to do when a burn injury 
happens to themselves or to someone they know. In the 
moments after a burn, swift and correct action can 
make the difference between a few days of discomfort 
and a lifetime of anguish.

On Car Maintenance 


New England motorists welcome spring, and with 
good reason. The threat of snow diminishes, as do 
winter driving problems. 

Spring signals snow tire removal. Spring also alerts 
the concerned car owner that it’s time to have many 
important automotive parts and functions checked. 
The ALA Auto and Travel Club recommends the 
following car maintenance tips: 

Front End and Shock Absorbers 

A front end alignment may be necessary now, 
especially if your car has been traveling on roads filled 
with frost heaves and potholes. Check the idler arm, tie 
rod ends and ball joints for winter wear and damage. 

lf your shock absorbers are shot, you could suffer 
undependable braking, skidding, swerving, poor steer- 
ing, loss of control, and uneven and excessive tire 
wear. Your car’s ride will no longer be a comfortable 
one. 

Tune Up 

Spring is often a good time for a tune up. Check your 
owner's manual first. A well-tuned engine can mean 
fuel conservation. If it is tune up time, here are the 
parts and operations involved: spark plugs, points and 
condenser (if any), carburetor adjustment, air filter, all 
components of the emission control system, the 
distributor spark advance, and the ignition timing. 
Don’t neglect the battery, fuel pump, drive belts and 
engine compression. 3 


Brakes 

Brakes should be checked every 10,000 miles. If 
you've gone all winter without having them checked, 
it’s advisable to do this now. 

Muffler And Exhaust Pipes 

These can become corroded by salt and chemicals 
used to treat snow covered highways. Check all pipes 
in the exhaust system for corrosion, and replace if 


necessary. 
Exterior Care 
lf your car has body corrosion from salt and 
chemicals, sand away any rust build-up on the outer 
body of your car. Then, apply a protective primer 
followed by touch-up paint. Remove any sand or dirt 
accumulated on your car's undercarriage to prevent 


body rot. 
Emergency Equipment 

Most of your winter driving gear can probably be put 
away, including the shovel, bags of sand, scraper, de- 
icer, etc. However, you should still be carrying a first 
aid kit, flashlight (check the batteries), flares, jumper 
cables, bumper jack, and loose change for emergency 
Phone calls.

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Bowles Lintels Now 


On Display In National 


Smithsonian Institute

One of the six historic, ornate lintels that once 
adorned the airplane hangar at the former Bowles Air- 
Port in Agawam is now on permanent display at the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washington, D.C. 

In a letter from the Honorable Thomas P. O'Neill, Jr., 
Speaker of the House of U.S. Representatives to local 
State Senator Linda J. Melconian on March 27th, 
Speaker O’Neill stated that the Director of the National 
Air and Space Museum, Walter J. Boyne, received and 
placed on display the “Art Deco lintel’ from the 
Bowles Airport in Agawam. Speaker O'Neill also in- 
cluded photos of the new exhibit “Golden Age of 
Flight’’ where the lintel has been placed. 

Black Tie Reception Opened Exhibit 

A black tie reception was held on Wednesday even- 
ing, April 4th to open the new exhibit at the Smithso- 
man, 

Agawam‘s. Marilyn Curry, chairwoman of the 
Agawam Historical Commission and president of the 
Agawam Historical Association, received an invitation 
to attend. 

Mrs. Curry was instrumental in the acquisition and 
ultimate display of the lintel by the Smithsonian In- 
stitution along with Senator Melconian, 

Although Mrs. Curry was unable to attend the gala 
affair in Washington, she said during a recent inter- 
view that she is pleased that the lintel is on display in 
such a prominent place, adding, ‘at least something 
from Bowles Airport remains for posterity; especially 
because Bowles Airport had the only airplane hangar 
of its kind in the United States.” Mrs. Curry further 
said, ‘| would hope that people from this area visiting 
the Smithsonian Institution in Washington D.C. would 
look in on the lintel.” 

The lintel weighs nine hundred pounds and is four 
feet wide and one foot high. It is poured, cast concrete 
and its face value is placed at $1,000. 

The finely detailed, Art Deco design on the lintel 
symbolizes the early aviation era with propellers. The 
hangar that is was removed from was designed and 
constructed with concrete and steel unlike others of 
wood and corrugated iron in its day. 

Mrs. Curry related that when the hangar was 
demolished to pave the way for the new industrial park 


at the site, the Historic Commission requested that the. 


lintels be saved. . 

There were six at the time, all facing Silver Street. 
The lintels were set over the doors and windows and 
were removed in January 1983. 

Once the Smithsonian \nstitution agreed to accept 
the gift, one of the lintels left Agawam by United Van 
Lines. 

“It was packed up by Lou Miodowski, head of the 
custodial group at the Agawam high school and ship- 
ped first to Maryland and later to Washington,” Mrs. 
Curry said. 

Other Five Lintels Find Homes 

Of the other five lintels removed from the historic 
airplane hangar, one is destined for nearby Bradley In- 
ternational Air Museum in Connecticut, and another is 
going to an experimental air museum in Wisconsin 
where the world’s biggest air show is held. 

The fourth lintel is to be used in Agawam for a 
Veteran’s Memorial at Town Hall (along with the bell 
from closed Danahy School) and a plaster casting is to 
be made from the fifth lintel. 

The sixth lintel, unfortunately, was accidentally 
broken during the demolition process. 

Bowles Airport, now an important part of our 
nation’s aviation history, was one of Massachusetts’ 
earliest airports. It was established by Henry L. Bowles 
in 1928 and was dedicated in 1930. The airport re- 
mained airbase for private planes until its final days in 
1982.

‘Adelphi U. Weekend 
Energizes Local Effort 
To Fight Drug Abuse

Sentiments of optimism, value, and success were ex- 
pressed by participants returning from the recent 
Adelphi University expansion training program design- 
ed to address a variety of teen problems, including 
substance abuse. 

Approximately 70 school administrators, staff per- 
sonnel, policemen, and community leaders took part in 
the three-day session, held March 16th-18th in 
Newport, Rhode Island. 

Cluster coordinator Joseph F. Laino of the School 
Department points out that the expansion training ses- 
sion was a mini-version of the residential training 
workshops in which initial team members participated 
at Adelphi University on Long Island last December. 

The purpose of the expansion training session was 
not only to broaden the base of participants but also to 
develop a workable interpersonal relationship between 
team members. Besides learning how to be an integral 
part of a team, participants were instructed in decision 
oceans problem solving, and skill building, Laino 
said. 

Various techniques were discussed which helped 
participants enhance the skills that they already 
possessed as well as acquire new, effective skills. Once 
everyone had an overview of the program’s objective, 
which is drug and alcohol abuse prevention, small 
groups were formed, according to school affiliation 
and community service. 

Laino said there are presently two senior high teams, 
two junior high teams, one middle school team, one 
elementary school team, and one community team. 
Each of these groups has developed action plans by 
which they hope to solve problems within their respec- 
tive schools. 

Peer Leadership Program At Senior High 

One of the senior high teams is developing a peer 
leadership program and the other, a better, more effec- 
tive communications system among the school, home, 
and community. 

Senior high principal John Morrissey stated that the 
peer leadership team will be sponsoring a three-day

Laino, who is a member of the middle school team, 
explains that his group is presently in the process of 
evaluating their weak and strong points and for- 
mualting a strategy by which they can solve existing 
school and student problems. 

He says the elementary team is off to a fine start in 
developing an action plan which is prevention-oriented 
and civic-minded.. - 


Under the direction of school principal William 
Miller and P.T.O. president Rene Piccoli, team 
members from Phelps School, which is the pilot school 
for the elementary level, are already working a ceely 
with staff personnel at Robinson Park School in an et- 
fort to reevaluate the existing health curriculum. 

According to Mrs. Piccoli, the existing fourth and fif- 
th grade health curriculums only mention drugs such 
as marijuana vaguely. She says team members would 
like to introduce students in grades 1-3 to the problems 
of tobacco and alcohol. Drugs would then be expanded 
upon in health courses for fourth and fifth graders.

“Captain No-Burn” In Elementary Schools

The Agawam Fire Department in conjunction with 
the Agawam Public Schools and Park West Bank and 
Trust Company, is currently presenting its ‘Captain 
Noburn” program to elementary students in grades 


“Captain Noburn,” a fire prevention and safety pro- 
gram, was initiated in 1972 by Acting Fire Chief 
Russell Jenks, several elementary school principals, 
and West Bank. 

The purpose of the program is to heighten children’s 
awareness of fire rules and safety procedures, 

Instructs Students In Various Stages 

Fire Inspector Louis Calabrese, program director, 
Points out that the 12-year-old program progressively 
instructs students in various stages, according to their 
ages and comprehension level. He says that children 
look forward to learning something new each year and 
are less likely to become bored with the program. 

According to him, youngsters in grades K-3 are 
taught the “stop, drop, and roll’’ method for use in the 
event their clothes should catch on fire. They also 
learn to look for fire danger spots in their homes and to 
plan two escape routes out of their homes with their 
Parents. 

Fourth graders are introduced to the benefits of 
smoke detectors, while fifth graders learn how to safely 
handle flammable materials. ; 

_ Calabrese says approximately 1,675 students will 
view the “Captain Noburn’’ fire prevention filmstrip

and receive safety coloring booklets as a momento of 
his visit to their school. 

The veteran fireman relates that, to date, he has 
visited both Clark and Phelps Schools and will be 
visiting Robinson Park and Granger Schools within the 
next month. 

“The ‘Captain Noburn’ program enables the fire 
department to establish a close contact with the town’s 
youth. | especially want to thank all the school ad- 
ministrators and teachers who have been most 
cooperative and supportive of the program,” he 
remarks. 

Calabrese points out that the fire safety program is 
usually presented to students in the spring in order to 
help remind them to be aware of fire safety when in 
strange surroundings during the summer. 

He notes that many families travel in the summer- 
time and stay in hotels, cottages, and camps. For this 
reason, he strongly urges children to always look for 
two ways out of any building in which they are staying. 

Reinforcement Needed At Home 

Moreover, the fire inspector says he would like 
parents to read the “Captain Noburn” booklets with 
their children and to reinforce these safety rules at 


home. 

“We feel this program has been very beneficial in 
reaching elementary school children. Parents, 
however, are the key to reinforcing these rules which 
someday may save their child’s life,“ Calabrese states.

RELAXATION TECHNIQUES 


Have you ever been in this situation? It is Monday morning and because of 
a car accident, you are stuck in traffic. Each minute that you wait in this 
long immobile line, your heart beats a little faster and you can feel your 
blood pressure rise. By the time you finally get to work, you have a 
headache and your neck and shoulder muscles ache. You walk into the of- 
fice and your co-worker says to you with a friendly smile, “Good Morning.” 
You then proceed to get out that built up aggression from that traffic jam, . 
by yelling, ‘“What is so good about it’! 


Sounds a little familiar? Stress, we are all faced with it in some way, every 
day of our lives. But, by trying these relaxation suggestions, maybe that 
stress related aggression reply to your co-worker can be avoided. The sug- 
gestions below are from the book, Complete Relaxation, by Steve Kravetti.

1. Take a deep breath through your nose and exhale.

Roniancing The Stone: A Good 
Movie With A Bad Title 


One of the things that can prevent a film from 
becoming a box-office hit is its title. Hollywood's 
advertisers have shown that when a picture has a title 
that is uninteresting or reminds people of films they 
didn’t like, moviegoers are less likely to shell out the 
dollars to see the picture. 

If the new film Romancing the Stone falls into this 
category for you, just ignore the unusual title and take 
in this pleasing piece of entertainment. 

Michael Douglas stars as Jack Colton, a trapper of 
rare birds who does his job in the rain forests of Colum- 
bia. His goal is to catch and sell enough of these 
featured, creatures so that he can buy a boat and sail 
around the world. 

Enterprise Interrupted By Woman 

But Jack’s one-man enterprise is interrupted when he 
meets Joan Wilder (Kathleen Turner), a young woman 
who's aboard a bus that he crashes into and ruins his 
jeep on a deserted mountain pass. 

Although both of them are without transportation, 
he knows his way through this South American jungle 
and is willing to help her when she agrees to pay him 
with the money she’s carrying - $375 in travelers’ 
checks. 


* As they walk together to the nearest city, Jack 


doesn’t know yet that this New York-bred woman with 
the long dress and high heels is a writer of popular 
romance novels. This bit of information, however, 
becomes unimportant when he learns Joan is in Colum- 
bia to rescue her sister from kidnappers by giving the 
abductors a treasure map. 

To make things most difficult, a crooked officer in 
the country’s military police force knows about the

a himself. 

Romancing the Stone 
can be considered a 
contem- 
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porary version of Raiders of the Lost Ark. But unlike the 
3-D dud Treasure of the Four Crowns and TV’s short- 
lived Tales of the Gold Monkey, this film is a kindred 
spirit instead of a rip-off. 

While the plot of Romancing the Stone doesn’t im- 
itate that of Raiders, the action is in a similar vein. Ex- 
citing chase scenes highlight both pictures, as well as 
heroes whose exploits go beyond being daring. Roman- 
cing the Stone, however, contains more tongue-in- 
cheek comedy than Raiders, and this humor lends itself 
to the film’s satirical tone. 

Douglas (The Star Chamber) usually portrays serious 
characters in dramatic pictures, but his performance in 
Romancing the Stone demonstrates that he can handle 
comedy as well. He plays Jack Colton with a comical 
charm which makes his relationship with Joan Wilder 
funny and romantic at the same time. Douglas is one 
of Hollywood’s most underrated actors, yet this 
movie might give him the prestige he deserves as a 
leading man. 

After playing cunning and malicious women in Body 
Heat and The Man With Two Brains, Turner breaks this 
trend with the role of Joan Wilder. The character is a 
vulnerable woman who can be strong when she has to, 
and this young actress portrays her with a finesse that 
proves she’s one of the industry's up-and-coming per- 
formers. 

Romancing the Stone isn’t the perfect adventure film 
because it's a bit too long and some of the middle 
scenes drag. On the whole, however, the movie pro- 
vides lively fun as well as an interesting love story and 
lots of laughs. And when was the last time you saw this 
combination at the cinema?

“! think that the coaches looked at his performance 
in goal based on the quality of shots he stopped, just 
not the quantity,’ noted Sapelli, who was Liptak’s 
mentor for several seasons on the varsity. ‘Dave did 
average 30 save a game and was definitely the most 
valuable player on the Agawam team even though 
they didn’t win the Western Mass. tournament.” 

The Brownie goalie, who went a perfect 6-0 a year 
ago in backing up Bessone Award winning goalie 
Kevin Kamyk, played in every game this season, a feat 
of much merit in schoolboy hockey. 

In 759 minutes of action, Liptak faced 584 shots, 
both Division | highs for the 1983-84 campaign. The 
muscular Brownie stopped 90 percent of these shots 
for a 3.50 goals against average. 

First-year AHS hockey coach Eddie Drewnowski was 
also somewhat suprised about the Bessone Award re- 
maining in Agawam, but said he was extremely pleas- 
ed that Liptak was recognized for his play. 

“1 knew that he was in the running for the Bessone, 
but there were some other teams that had good players 
too. | admit | was surprised but nonetheless, Dave 
played almost every minute of every game and was the 
big reason for our success this season.” 

In becoming the fourth AHS skater in the past six 
years to receive the Bessone Award, Liptak joins 
Kamyk (1983 winner) and Ron Dutton (1978 winner) as 
the third Brownie goalie to win it. In 1981, forward Vin- 
nie Masi took home the bacon for his strong offensive 
skills. 

“Since Agawam has won the last four of six Bes- 
sones, it says a lot about how good the youth hockey 
is in this town,” pointed out Drewnowski. “The 
coaching is strong in the youth leagues and by the time 
the kids reach high school hockey they've got a pretty 
good background.”

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Agawam’s Dick Atkinson Remains Positive, 
Motivated After 21 Years At Southwick High

, Build An Invididual 

“My primary interest is to build an individual to their 
potential. | love what I’m doing and if | can instill a 
sense of discipline into a kid, then he may develop on 
his own over a period of time - not just on the field but 
in the classroom as well,’’ he noted. 

A graduate of the University of Massachusetts with 
a B.S. in mathematics, Dick hadn't originally thought 
of coaching. The Southwick teaching job opened two 
years after graduation and the coaching jobs were of- 
fered to him as “‘icing on the cake.’’ as he puts it. 

Dick was a varsity member of both the UMass track 
and cross country teams. During his senior year he cap- 
tained the CC squad and received the ‘‘Derby Award” 
for his excellence. 

Today, Dick is a familiar face in the River Road sec- 
tion of town - he regularly pounds the pavements and 
es running keeps his mind and body “from feeling 
old.” 

Atkinson has enjoyed outstanding success at 
Southwick High, especially in cross country. He has led 
the Rams to two Western Mass. championships (1976 
and 1980); five Valley Wheel championships and eight 
Bi-County League championships. The Rams are con- 
sidered a perennial power in the fall sport. 

In track, Dick’s best team record was in 1972 when 
the locals sported an impressive 9-2 mark, just missing 
the Valley Wheel title. 

“With a small school it's very difficult to get a large 
number of kids who would be interested in track. Since 
there are 17 events to fill, most of the time we didn't 
have the personnel to be competitive,” he noted. 

Dick added, ‘But it doesn’t matter that we didn’t win 
in track all the time. I’m just happy to have the pro- 
gram. re 

Easy going, good natured and possessing the rare 
ability to’ squeeze every ounce of potential from most 


of his high school athletes are qualities that put Dick in 
a select field of area coaches. Agawam’s successful 
track and cross country coach, Gus Young, a friend of 
Dick's, has the same right stuff. 


It's quite a battle when the two schools compete. 


“The Agawam High program has come a long way 
over the years and there is a definite rivalry between 
the two schools,” Dick said. 


Participates With Kids 

Part of Dick’s success comes from his own will- 
ingness to participate with his athletes. For example, 
he'll run right along with the cross country team. This, 
he feels, puts them on an equal level and possibly more 
willing to learn. 

His approach is simple: self-improvement. 

"Every kid is entitled to attention of some sort, 
whether they‘re a novice or are outstanding. | try and 
help them learn to improve on whatever they're work- 
ing on. It’s frustrating because I’m not able to help all 
the time.” 

Dick’s years of coaching are not limited to 
Southwick alone. He has made his mark in his own 
household. ‘All four of his sons at one time or another 
were members of the Agawam High track and cross 
county teams: This is something he’s very proud of. 

Son Steven (1979). gained the most noteriety on the 
schoolboy track and still holds the AHS record for the 
two-mile event. Other sons, David (1980), Michael 
(1982) and Kevin (1983) also enjoyed success for the 
Brownies. 

Atkinson has also influenced area athletes through a 
Program he instituted in 1968. At that time Dick began 
an, indoor track ‘clinic at the UMass facility for any 
Western Mass. athletes wishing to participate during 
the winter months. 

The program has grown from 12 participants in 1968 
to over 200 in recent years. ‘| felt there was a real need 
to offer track and other than during the regular season. 
| saw that in Eastern Mass. they had tremendous pro- 
grams for the kids and the positive results were evident 
at tournament time. This was another way for the kids 
to improve,” Dick explained. 

Motivation, self-improvement, and a_ positive 
outlook.
